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Foreign Student Discusses 
American, African Dances 


Dancing is one of the ways of expressing one’s feelings. It 
is a light rhythmical movement to the sound of music. 

I have been very much inspired by the many American dances, 
especially folk dances. As a result, I registered this semester 
in social dancing 28. In this course, I have discovered that 
there are many differences between American dances and Af- 


-rican (Liberian) dances. 


The Waltz is a very outstanding example. I do not think Af- 
rica has a dance that would correspond to the American/Eng- 
lish waltz. The waltz is one of the most graceful American dan- 
ces that I surely enjoy. Most of the waltz melodies are dreamy 
and romantic, The steps are smooth and gliding and the pat- 
tern of the dance is gay and joyful. 

Another very interesting dance is the Rumba. Rumba always 


reminds me of my tribal dance, 


‘Ttembe’’. 


There is much simi- 


larity between the American rumba and the ‘‘itembe’’. The lat- 
ter is a flowing African dance done mostly with the lower limbs 
and movement of the waist, very rhythmically and systematic- 
ally. The music has a seductive, African charm. The Ameri- 
can rumba is unique among ballroom dances and is as smooth 
as the Fox Trot, and as decorous as the Waltz. 

Many people claim that the rumba originated from Cuba, but 
I say that it originated from Africa, unless Africa originated 
from Cuba. Of course the name would be different. 

One of the most exciting American dances is the Jitterbug. 
It is so exciting that many times it reminds me of the ‘‘Afric- 


an War Dance’’. 


The difference of course, 


is that while the 


Africans do the ‘‘war dance’’ with knives, bows and arrows, 


dressed in a kind of ‘‘Bermuda shorts’’, 


etc., the Americans 


do the jitterbug in regular dance halls. But the African ‘‘war 
dance’’ is wilder than the jitterbug and the music very much 
more exciting and kindof warlike too. — ; 

Of course, the American jitterbug spells youth, vitality and 
sheer joy of living. It is as bubbling and effervescent as cham- 
pagne. Whether you call it swing lindy or jitterbug, I think it 
is one of America’s most exciting dances. 

Lovers of dancing will agree with me that be it American, 
or African (Liberian), there is a full share of pleasure and 
satisfaction which dancing offers.

A new ques- 
tion then arises: ‘“‘Because 
so many people obviously 
feel this way, Should we stop 
this ‘‘human’’ race?

**It was something that had to be done,’’ Dr. Eugene Hader- 
lie, MPC biologist, replied concerning his war experience, 

Dr. Haderlie served as a ‘‘frog-man’’ for four years during 
the Second World War, and personally deactivated 230: enemy 
mines, His Naval career had its beginnings in 1941 when the 
future instructor, then an undergraduate at the University of 
California, developed an interest in marine life and skin diving. 
Weekends were usually spent diving for specimens in San Fran- 
cisco Bay. 

In 1942, Dr. Haderlie enlisted in the United States Navy as 
_an Ensign in the Underwater Demolition Team, and was attach- 
ed to the British Royal Navy. : 

‘I started in the North Sea during the first few years of my 
assignment, deactivating German mines to clear a navigable 
lane for shipping.’’ Also, he and his fellow workers were trying 
to capture mines intact so that our forces could devise a meth- 
od for mine-sweepers to take care ofthe job. 

In June of 1944, he took part in the invasion of Normandy. 
**A lot depended on us and we all did our best,’’ he admitted. 
Dr, Haderlie was assigned the job of clearing enemy mines and 
obstacles in the submerged area. He and 400 others went in 
that night to clear the way for the invasion. When asked if there 
was very much shore fire during this night operation he said 
**Yes, a little.’’ Of the 400 men, he and five others were the 

only ones to return. 3 

‘‘T guess I was just lucky,’’ 
was his modest explanation. 

After the war, Dr. Haderlie 
returned to England where he 
went to work for the British 
Navy. His job there was to 
ensure the absence of mines 
in the English Channel. |
